St. Louis University Coach Disapproves of the Amendments Which

Committee for the changes in the rules, 
Eddie Cochems, coach of the St. Louis 
University eleven, nothing but bit- 
ter criticism for the committee and the 
new rules. Cochems is a well-educated 
man and a graduate of Wisconsin Uni- 
versity.

“The forward pass and on side kick 
will make the gume one of luck. 
When a man gets to tossing a foot- 
ball about it is merely a matter of 
luck whether he will be able to throw 
it to hits own teammate or not. It 
will be a fright this season when a 
man is about to be tackled to see him 
pitch the ball to some other man.” 

“As for the on-side kick. This 
in many

THE FOREST PARK TRACKS: 

The plan of ridding the park and its neighborhood 
on the north side of railroad tracks discussed by 
Joseph Ramsey Jr., former president of the Wa- 
bash and former manager of the St, Louis Terminal 
Railroad Association, is worthy of careful considera- 
tion. This plan was outlined by Mayor Wells in 
the Post-Dispatch’s interview with him on the sub- 
ject, but Mr. Ramsey goes into it more fully, It 
has two great advantages—completeness and sim- 
plicity. . 

Mr. Ramsey proposes that the Wabash give up 
its western entrance to Union Station over the 
tracks now running from Ferguson to the station 
through the park, and go into the station by way 
of its other line over the Merchants Terminal tracks. 
This would involve giving up the tracks of the 
Wabash at least from De Hodiamont to King’s 
highway or beyond, a part of which is used in 
common with the Wabash by the Rock Island. The 
Rock Island, he suggests, could come into Union Sta- 
tion over the tracks of the Frisco, with which it is 
in alliance, the two roads being practically one sys- 
tem. Mr. Ramsey’s objections to the other plans 
briefly stated are that’ they do not offer a perma- 
nent solution of the problem, and that the plan to 
run the Wabash on the other side of the park by 
way of the Belt line would be very costly and would 
considerably increase the length of the line and the 
time of trains. | 

The great advantage of Mr. Ramsey's plan is that 
it is simple, requiring no new right of way, track 
building and property acquiring problems. It would 
clear the park and the contiguous resident prop- 
erty entirely of railroad tracks, a consummation 
devoutly to be wished. 

The obstacles in the way. which would be in the 
way of any plan involving the shifting of the tracks 
gut of the park, are the cost to make the change 
and the compensation which he suggests should be 
made to the railroads for making the change. His 
idea is that the city and the property; owners should 
combine to compensate the railroads for the property 
surrendered and the rights of way. That the prop- 
erty sacrificed by the railroads should be bought 
at a fair price is a just proposition, but how far the 
city should compensate the railroads for yielding up 
track privileges which represented concessions is a 
question to be determined. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Ramsey’s suggestions are valua- 
ble contributions to the subject. They represent a 
solution which commends itself to a practical, ex- 
perienced railroad man who would not be likely to 
waste his time discussing any impractical plan or any 
plan which the railroads would not consider. It 1s 
a definite plan, upon which the representatives of all 
interests can concentrate with a view to reaching a 
practical conclusion. 

The subject should not be permitted to rest. The 
clearing away of these tracks with the complicated 
grade crossing problems and questions concerning 
the city’s development on the west side is of the ut- 
most importance. No half-way measures should be 
taken, and nothing should be done which would stand 
in the way of a permanent, satisfactory settlement. 
That settlement, therefore, should be reached at the 
earliest possible moment. 
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It is high time to substitute tickets nominated 
by voters at primary elections for bosses’ “slates” 
jammed through packed conventions.

The new pure food Jaw is in’ operation, but foods 
look and taste just about as they did before, and 
neither the eye nor the palate can detect a differ- 
ence.

Hitting the Calking Mat.

1% pounds; between zero and 10 above, 2 pounds; 
between zero and 5 below, .24% pounds; from 6 to 10 
below, 3 pounds; from 10 to 50 below, 3% to 4 pounds; 
when any of the railroad officials’ families are 
aboard, 5&0 pounds. 

“ ‘Rule 6—Hygienic provisions for passengers this 
winter will be in accordance with the most recent 
discoveries of science. There will be one broken 
window glass on each side, near the front, of each 
coach, and the coaches will be swept every Sunday. 

“ ‘Rule 6—-The train crew will have the right to 
stop anywhere and chase rabbits as long as the con- 
ductor shall, in his judgment, belleve there is any 
chance to catch any.’ ”’ 

The Conductor finished, thanked his audience, and 
moved on to the next car.

Trouble Adjusting Saddle. 
The bronchos were led to the west 
end of the oval, and the work of sad- 
diing one of them began. The first 


efforts were unsuccessful, and Mix, a 


stalwart young fellow of unbridled 
emotions, gave vent to his disap- 
pointment by throwing his sombrero 
on the tanbark and kicking it vicious- 


y. 

With a blanket over the broncho's 
head, a saddle was finally thrown into 
place and the girth was drawn up unh- 
til it seemed, as one woman expressed 
it. as though the animal “couldn't 
breathe at all.”

Mayor Wells ofdered the city 
Supply of county residents cut 
Wherever it,was possible for them to 
get their supply from the West St. 
Louis Water and Light Co., according 
to the testimony of Francis Scharwitz, 
Assessor and Collector of Water Rates, 
given late Tdesday afternoon before 
Judges Hough, Withrow and Reynolds 


in Judge- Hough's court in the trial ot 
four injunction suits brought against 
the Mayor and other city officials by 
county residents. 

Scharwitz first told of a visit to his 
office of President Bothwell of the coun- 
ty company, who told him that the com- 
pany was in a position to furnish wa- 
ter to county residents and asked that 
the city discontinue serving county 
residents at meter rates. He told Both- 
well that Mayor Wells had the say-so. 
in November, 1904, he asked for an opin- 
ion of City Counselor Bates as to the 
right of the city to sell water in the 
county. Mr. * Bates 
city had the right under an act of 1899, 


but added in a postscript that it should | 


be authorized by ordinance. 

Scharwitz said that no permits had 
been issued after that to county ‘resi- 
dents to connect with city mains, but 
when he was confronted on cross-ex- 
amination with permits granted 
plaintiffs later than that, contrary to 
the City Counselor's advice, he said he 
must have been mistaken in his previous 
testimony. 


Wells Ordered Cut-Off Notices. 


He stated that notices Were sent out 
in February to the county consumers 
advising theni that they were to be cut

only remedy was to get ordinances 
tlirough the Municipal Assembly, which 
might be accomplished in three days 
three months or never.
